a Mob. 


TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


IBBOTE HMGED TO I STAIR RilLIEG 


By a Determined Crowd After a Desper- 


ate Fight With the Officers Hav- 


ing Him in Charge—A 


Vain Appeal. 


OTTTJMWA, la , Nov. 22.—An excited 


and angry mob hung- Fred Gustaveson 
to the stair railing of Justice Truitt's 
court room at 3:30 yesterday afternoon. 


Gustaveson outraged the HtUe 4- 


year-old daughter of Jonas Sax, about 
10 o'clock Monday night. The brute 
was promptly arrested shortly after 
committing the crime and lodged in 
jail. Yesterday morning he was taken 
tp the Sax house and positively identi- 
•ed by ^the litte girl and a companion 
who was enticed to a room together 
with the little Sax girl by the human 
fiend, but was permitted to leave after 
getting inside the room. 


He kept the little Sax child, and by 


the foulest, most dastardly means suc- 
ceeded in his purpose. After he had 
accomplished his purpose he turned 
the little girl out, and she succeeded 
in reaching home in her terrible condi- 
tion and related her experience to her 
Ents. Her father went to police 


quarters and soon Capt. Hannon 
Suataveson behind the bars of the 


county jail. At 3 o'clock yesterday he 
was taken quietly to Justice Truitt's 
office for arraignment. 
The 
news 


spread rapidly along Main street that 
the man was in Truitt's court, and in 
less than twenty minutes a crowd of 
perhaps a thousand was surging 
around the stairway, trying to get at 
the prisoner. 


The mother of the little girl suc- 


ceeded in fretting to the top and from 
the platform in the frout of the court 
room, swung a rope and, together with 
her aged father, appealed to the crowd 
below to hang him. Sheriff Mclntyre 
and Mayor K. Force appealed to the 
crowd, but all in vain. The crowd was 
for revenge swift and certain. 


A number of men succeeded in gain- 


ing admission to the court room, and a 
terriblo fight ensued between the mob 
and the officers. 
The mob succeeded 


in getting the rope around the man's 
neck, and in a very few seconds he was 
dangling from the railing of the stairs. 
He was left hanging about ten min- 
ntes, when the rope broke, letting him 
fall to the pavement.

body was quickly picked up by the 
officers anil put in a wagon and taken 
to the jail, with the mob running pell- 
mell in that direction. At the jail it 
required the report of a committee to
